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MINUTES
STATE WATER COMMISSION MEETING
Bismarck, North Dakota
October 29, 1964

The meeting was opened at 9:00 a.m. with Vice
Chairman Lunseth presiding. The following members were present: Messrs.
Steinberger, Math Dahl and Secretary Hoisveen, representing the Governor.

Secretary Hoisveen stated that the Commission
members were scheduled to meet with the Legislative Research Subcommittee on
Natural Resources at 9:30 a.m. to consider whether or not they wished to
have the State Water Commission designated as the State Outdoor Recreation
Agency.

Secretary Hoisveen read a letter from Governor
Guy stating that he would not be able to attend the Commission meeting and
requested that Secretary Hoisveen represent him at such meeting.

Secretary Hoisveen suggested that the meeting
convene, then recess to attend the Legislative Research Subcommittee meeting
and then -ome back to cemplete the Agenda.

MINUTES OF OCTOBER 16, 1964 It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl,
APPROVED seconded by Commissioner Steinberger and

carried that the Commission dispense with
the reading of the minutes and the minutes be approved as circulated.

It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl,
seconded by Commissioner Steinberger and carried that the meeting of the State
Water Commission recess, to reconvene after the meeting with the Legislative
Research Subcommittee.

Secretary Hoisveen stated that a bill similar
to 184 introduced at the last session of the Legislature may be introduced next
year. The bill being suggested by the Legislative Research Subcommittee on
Natural Resources would designate the State Water Commission as the agency to
deal with the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation and to receive any money allocated
from the land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965.

The meeting reconvened at 1:30 p.m. with
Commissioners Lunseth, Steinberger, Math Dahl and Secretary Hoisveen representing
the Governor present.
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There was discussion on the proceedings before
the Legislative Research Subcommittee and the provisions of Senate Bill 184 of
the 38th Legislative Assembly. It was the consensus of the Commission that a
representative of the Health Department should be included as a member of the
Advisory Council in that Bill. It was recommended that the Commission adopt a
motion to the effect that the State Water Commission will cooperate to the full-
est extent with all agencies of the government on outdoor recreation and that
it endorse the provisions of said Bill 184.

It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl,
seconded by Commissioner Steinberger and carried that the Commission approve
and seek enactment of the proposal to designate the State Water Commission as
the State Outdoor Recreation Agency, substantially in accordance with the draft
bill submitted by the Legislative Research Subcommittee on Natural Resources
October 29, 1964, with such modification as may be appropriate to confirm to
suggestions in the model state law from the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation.

CITY OF MINOT REQUEST FOR Secretary Hoisveen stated that the U. S.
PARTICIPATION IN WATER Geological Survey and the State Water Commis=-
ENTRAINMENT sion have been cooperating with the City of

Minot in an effort to find an area which could
be used to recharge the ground-water aquifer which lies under the city and is
in part the source of that city's water supply. The City of Minot has had
difficulty, especially this year, to find the quantity of water needed to meet
their increasing demands. An area in Oak Park has now been located which appears
to have the potential of entraining 4 million gallons of water into the aquifer
on a daily basis. The City plans to proceed with the project. The need for a
water supply was reviewed at a previous Commission meeting. The construction
of a diversion dam will be required. As a result of previous communication, a
letter was sent to the Sport Fisheries and Wildlife setting forth the needs of
the City of Minot. The Minneapolis office of the Sport Fisheries and Wildlife
has forwarded this letter to Washington, D. C. As yet a reply has not been
received. Chairman Lunseth then called on Mr. Frederick, the city manager
for the City of Minot.

Mr. Frederick stated numerous test holes have
been drilled attempting to locate recharge possibilities in cooperation with
the State Water Commission and the U. S. Geological Survey in an effort to
interpret the recharge possibilities. Mr. Frederick explained that tests have
been made and it was found that a minimum of 1 million gallons per day per
surface acre could be accomplished. It is known that the water level in the
aquifer has dropped several feet in the past two years. The gravel bed does come
close to the surface in some parts of the city. Some of the area is in the
residential section which cannot be used but appears to be the best. The park
seems to be one of the best areas. Mr. Frederick felt that the plan the City
of Minot has is feasible and practical until such time as the Garrison Diversion
project is passed by Congress. He felt the city had an ideal set up in the park.
Mr. Pettyjohn and Mr. Frederick flew to Kalamozoo, Michigan to inspect that
city's water supply.

Mr. Frederick used a map to explain what the
city expects to do to construct a water system for the City of Minot. He
further stated that the city had been allocated by the State Water Commission
and the International Joint Commission 6700 acre-feet of water from the Mouse
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River. |If the city could take out what it needed and store the rest they
would have enough water for some time in the future. The Bureau of Sport
Fisheries and Wildlife has been requested to trap 6700 acre-feet in Lake
Darling and release what the city needs. To date they have had no answer to
this request. Mr. Frederick talked to Senator Young relative to this
situatior and he contacted the Wildlife Service in Washington, D. C. They
are sending a man out next week to discuss this matter. Whether the city of
Minot builds a dam depends on whether they can get water from the Bureau of
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife. The city is requesting financial assistance
and assistance in the design of the structure. Secretary Hoisveen implied
that the cost of the structure would be between $75,000 and $100,000. The
Commission and Mr. Frederick discussed securing funds from the Ward County
Water Marnagement District and how much the city would be able to put into
this project.

It was moved by Commissioner Steinberger,
seconded by Commissioner Math Dahl and carried that the State Water Commis-
sion participate in the construction of a detention dam in Oak Park, City
of Minot, to the entent of $30,000.

CASS COUNTY DRAIN #3 In 1956 the Commission participated in the
construction of Cass County Drain #3 to the
extent of $5663.38. The Cass County Drain Board is now requesting that a
portion of the ditch be improved which is upstream from the presently con-
structed Drain #3 in which the State Water Commission previously participated.
The State Water Commission's share in the cost of extending Cass County Drain

#3 would be $3630.

It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl,
seconded by Commissioner Steinberger and carried that the Commission partici-
pate in the extension of Cass County Drain #3 to the extent of $3630.

CASS COUNTY DRAIN #19 The Cass County Drain Board is requesting

the State Water Commission to aid in the
construction of the upstream two miles of Drain #19. The Commission has not
previously participated in this reach of Drain #19. The cost of constructing
this drain is $3355. The Commission's share would be $807.40 exclusive of
excavation which is determined deferred maintenance.

It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl,
seconded by Commissioner Steinberger and carried that the Commission
participate in the extension of Drain #1139 to the extent of $807.40.

RESOLUTION -SIVERT Commissioner Math Dahl requested Secretary
THOMPSON LAKE Hoisveen to read a resolution he had
(Garrison Reservoir) prepared relative to the naming of

Garrison Reservoir '"Thompson Lake.'

It was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl,
seconded by Commissioner Steinberger and carried that the vote on the
resolution be deferred until the next meeting.
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WATER RIGHT The application of Harold Mathison, Sentinel
#1242 Butte to divert 109 acre-feet of water from

an unnamed intermittent draw tributary of
Bullion Creek and Little Missouri River for water spreading purposes on 54.7
acres of land was presented to the Commission by the Secretary for consideration.

The State Engineer, Milo W. Hoisveen, having
conSIdered the application and made his recommendation thereon for 54.7 acre-
feet to irrigate 54.7 acres, it was moved by Commissioner Math Dahl, seconded
by Commissioner Steinberger and carried that the application as modified by
the recommendation of the State Engineer be approved and the permit granted
for the diversion of 54.7 acre-feet to irrigate 54.7 acres of land subject to
such conditions as indicated on the permit.

There being no further business the meeting
adjourned at 2.45 p.m.
